Prior art Crawford fails to disclose or suggest in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitation: an integrated chassis antenna that is coupled to the computer chassis; a first wireless 
network device coupled to the integrated chassis antenna; and a second wireless network device 
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operative to communicate with the wireless network computer (wherein "integrated 55 is 
understood to means "to form or forming from material that forms a chassis and remaining 
contiguous" as defined on page 8 line 18 in Applicant's specification) in claim 1, claims 2 and 3 
are allowed since they are dependent on claim 1 . 

- an antenna having a feed point; and the antenna integrated into the chassis in claim 4, 
claims 5-8 are allowed since they are dependent on claim 4. 

- an antenna integrated into the chassis and the antenna having a feed point; and the 
wireless device coupled to the feed point of the antenna in claim 9, claims 10-13 are allowed 
since they are dependent on claim 9. 

- integrating an antenna with the chassis, including forming the antenna from a part of the 
chassis and forming the antenna with an edge contiguous with the chassis in claim 14, claims 16- 
24 are allowed since they are dependent on claim 14.
